Any and all documents received and/or reviewed by any person or employee at 
the Governor’s Office relating to the November 19, 2018 incident in 
Martinsburg involving Trooper Derek Walker and Trooper Michael Kennedy 
and a Ib-yeanold male. 

Please be advised that we have not located any records in the Office of the Governor that are 
responsive to your request. Accordingly, your request is denied and our responsibilities in 
connection therewith are at an end. You are further advised you have the opportunity to institute 
proceedings for injunctive or declaratory relief in the Circuit Court of Kanawha County, West 
Virginia.
